prices may be diminished consump 
tion, or increased cost of all the com 
modities made by the urban popula- 
tion and bought by the farmers. In 
so far as certain staples, such as 
wheat, meats and milk, are con- 
cerned, the demand is fairly stable, 
and not much affected by the price. 
There are, however, many fruits, 
berries, vegetables and other per- 
ishable products, for which the de- 
mand will have a pretty constant 
relation to their cost, and in most 
cases any marked advance in price 
will decrease demand. With what is 
practically a fixed purchasing power 
for the vast majority of the con- 
sumers of the cities and industrial 
centers, increased prices for what 
are not regarded as absolute neces- 
sities invariably check consumption. 
If the practices of some of the co- 
operatives that are being held up as 
shining examples of successes are 
followed generally, higher prices all 
around may be expected to be fol- 
lowed by a decline in sales. 

A second possible danger to the 
successful working out of a univer- 
sal co-operative system is the intro- 
duction of the speculative factor into | 
the basis of farm production—the | 
land. Writing in the Review of Re-| 
views, an advocate of co-operative 
marketing points to an _ instance 
where the value of orchard lands, 
with improvements, advanced from 
$500 to $2,000 or $3,00Q per acre 
under a co-operative regime. This 
on its face shows that the profits!

SUGAR BARON PREDICTS LOW 
PRICES FOR HIS COMMODITY 


BANFF, Aug. 20—“With 
over-production of sugar this year, 
sugar will be cheaper in relation to 
other household commodities than 
ever before,” declared H. C. Lakin, 
president of the Cuba company, con- 
trolling railroads, sugar plantations 
and sugar refineries in Cuba. The 
late Sir William Van Horne’s rail- 
road plantations and sugar mills are 
a part of the string of interests von- 
trolled by this company. 

“The sugar market today is 
glutted as the wheat market was a 
few years ago. Over-production in 
Europe of beet sugar and in Cuba 
of cane sugar has resulted in prices 
so low as to be non-remunerative,” 
he said, 

Heavy Cuban Crop. 

Cuban production to date this year 
of 5,100,000 tons is a quarter more 
than the best crop in history. “But 
prohibition in the States has enabled 
the large producer owning his own 
mills to make a little money from 
molasses which has never been so 
high.” 

He explained that molasses, a by- 
product of cane sugar, was the 
cheapest source of alcohol known. 
Quantities of molasses are shipped 
to the States to be manufactured 
into denatured alcohol in some 
fashion, making it unfit for human 
consumption. But bootleggers ‘vith 
stills and other means remove the 
objectionable substances, using 
juniper berries and other means to 
make it look and taste like whiskey, 
affix fancy labels and sell it to their 
trade. Cuba, which has not adopted 
prohibition, manufactures immense 
quantities of these synthetic liquors 
for consumption in Florida and the 
coast states.
